The ninth point of the Scout Law—” 
A Scout is thrifty... He works faithfully, 
wastes nothing, makes the best use of his 
opportunities ... pays his own way...” is 
the spirit of the Scouting policy related 
to raising money by the Unit. 

When a Unit plans to raise funds it 
must first have its plan for raising the 
funds approved by the District Finance 
Committee. This service can be valuable 
to the Unit in helping it avoid costly pit- 
falls or engaging in illegal projects. 

The leaflets ‘Candy Bars and Charac- 
ter’, “Who Pays for Scouting,” and 
“Earning Money for Your Unit” are 
available to further explain the policy. 

It is alright, of course, for Scouts to sell 
products as individuals... not in uniform 
... on their merit, but when a Scout asks 
someone to buy a product “to help the Boy 
Scouts” or uses his uniform to convey the 
same idea, he is not standing on his own 
feet. He’s leaning on someone or some- 
thing else. 

To be helpful to Units in selecting ap- 
proved products and services to sell, the 
Council Finance Service maintains a file 
of money raising opportunities which is 
available to any Unit leader who wishes 
to see it at the Council Service Center.
